EW YORK, Sept 34.—Alfred Stilly is 


one of the doubtfully wealthy men of 
tbo metropolis, concerning whom little is 
known even by tho few m»a who claim 
to be really acquainted with him; yet for 
something like a dozen years he has been 
active in many schemes that have attracted 
much attention. He has never, with one ex- 
ception, appeared before tho public in the 
attitude of n great operator on his own ac- 
count, and It is doubtful tf he intended it then 
and certain that he regretted it afterward. 
That was wh<>n bo paid Borne onormons sum 
(variously reported) for the opUou of pur- 
chasing tho Oarrett interest in "Baltimore 
and Ohio." Even then he was probably act- 
in^ for tho chief in whose ETVico he has 
amassi" 1 a fortune, but tho jccnt ivus guarded, 
and Austin Corbm had ostensibly nothing to 
do with the Irtibincss.

Ho was a school teacher before he found
